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AH AOT 

To Incorporate the Town of Newark^ in the County of Licking, in the State of Ohio*^' 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy ike General *^s$emhly of the state of Ohio^ That much 
of the township of Newark, in the county of Licking, as is comprised and designated 
on the town plat of the town of Newark, and recorded in the recorder’s office of said 
county of Licking, and also, in the recorder’s office of the county of Fairfield, in said 
state; and also, that part of said town known by Schenck's reservation, on the north 
and south sides of said in-Iots, and adjoining the same, be, and the same is hereby, 
erected into a town corporate, henceforth to be known and distinguised by the name of 
the Town of Newark: Prmvided^ That this act shall not be construed to restrain or pre¬ 
vent the General Assembly from amending oj altering the same whenever they may 
deem it proper. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be lawful for the white male inhabitants of said town, hav* 
ing the qualifications of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet at the 
court house in said town, on the first Monday of March next, and on the first Monday . 
ai Afaidi annually thereafter and then and there proceed, by a plurality of voles, to • 
elect by ballot a mayor, recorder and five tru$4ees, wha shall have the qualifications 
of electors, and shall be freeholders in said town; the persons so elected shall hold their 
offices for one year, and until their successors are elected and qualified, and shall conr 
siitute the town council. 

Sec. 4 That at the first election to be holden under this act, two judges and 
cierk. aball ^ chosen viva voce by the electors present, and shall take an oath or af« 
firm itjon, faithfully to discharge the duties required of them by this act; and at all sub^* 
sequent elections, the mayor and trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the 
recorder clerk of the election; and at all such elections, the polls shall be opened be¬ 
ts een the hours often and eleven in the forenoon, and closed at three in the afternoon 
of the same day; and at the close of the polls, the votes shall be counted, and a true 
statement thereof proclaimed at the door of the court house aforesaid: and the clerk 
shall leave with each person proclaimed elected, or at his usual place of residence, 
within five days from the day of election, a written notice of his election; and the per-t 
son so elected and notified, shall, within ten days from said election, take an oath or 
affirmation to support the constitution of the United States, and of this state, and also, 
an oath of office, a certificate of which shall be deposited, with the recorder, and by 
him preserved. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor and recorder and trustees of said town shall be a body 
corporate and politic, with perpetual sucession, to be known and distinguished by the 
name of the Town Council of the town of Newark; and shall be capable in law to ac¬ 
quire, receive, hold and convey any estate, real or personal, for the use of said town; 
may have a common seal, and may alter the same at their discretion; may sue and be 
so^ plead and be impleaded; answer and be answered, in any court of law or equity in 
this state; and when any suit shall be commenced against said corporation, the first* 
process shall be by summons, an attested copy of which shall be left with the recorder 
at least ten days before the return day thereof. 

Sec. 5. That the mayor, recorder and trustees, ora majority of them, whereof 
the mayor or recorder shall always be one, shall have authority to make, ordain and 
publish all such by^^laws and ordinances, consistent with the constitution and laws of 
the United States and of this state, as they shall deem necessary for the regulation, in^ 
terest, safety, health, cleanliness and convenience of said town, and the inhabitants 
thereof; they shall have power to fill all vacancies which may happen by death, resign 
nation, removal or otherwise, in any of the offices herein named; they shall also have 
power to appoint a treasurer, town marshall, clerk of the market, and such other sub- 



©rdinate officers as they may deem Decessar>'> to prescribe their duties, require of them 
such security as they may deem necessary to secure the performance of their duties; to 
remove them at their pleasure; to fix and establish the fees of at! the officers of said cor¬ 
poration not established by this act; to impose such fine not exceeding five dollars, as 
they shall deem just, for refusing to accept any office in said corporation, or for neg¬ 
lect or misconduct therein: Provided^ That no law or ordinance of said corporation 
shall ever subject horses, cattle, sheep or hogs, owned by persons not residing in said 
town,.to be taken up, sold or abused, for coming within the limits of said corporation- 

Sec. 6. That the mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within the limits of 
said corpor 4 tioo; and shall have the jurisdiction of a justice of the peace therein, 
/both in crinvinal and civil casas; and in all his acts as justice of the peace, he shall 
be governed by the laws defining the duties of justices of peace, and shall be enti* 
lied to receive the same fees as justices of the peace are entitled to receive for simi¬ 
lar services; he shall give such bond and security, as is required by law of justices 
of the peace; he shall be authorized by law to hear and determine all cases arising 
under the laws and ordinances of the corporation, and to issue such process as may 
be necessary to carry into execution such laws and ordinances; and an appeal may 
be made from any final decision or judgment of the mayor to the court of common 
pleas, of the county of Licking aforesaid, in the same manner as that from a justice 
of the peace. 

Sec. 7. That it shall ba the duly of the recorder, to make and keep a true and 
accurate record of all laws and ordinances made and ordained by the town council 
of said town, and all their proceedings io their corporate capacity, which record 
shall, at all limes, be opened to the inspection of the electors in said town; and the 
recorder shall preside at all ipeetings of tbeTsorporation, and of the town council, 
in the absence of the mayor; and shall perform such other duties as may be requir¬ 
ed of him by the laws and ordinances of said corporation. 

^ec. 8. That all process issued by the mayor, shall be directed to ihe mar¬ 
shal of said town, and in the service or execution thereof, the marshal shall have the 
same power as is given by law to constables, and shall be governed by the laws 
defining Ihe duties of constables, and shall be entitled to receive the same fees as 
are allowed to constables for similar services; and the marshal shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the laws and ordinances of said corpora¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 9. That the town council shall have power to lay a tax annually, for cor. 
poratioQ purposes, on the property within the limits of said town, returned on the 
grand levy, and made subject to taxation by the laws of this state: Provided) That 
said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, one fourth of one per cent, of the value 
of said property; tbenmout of tax to be raised, beiog determined by said town coun. 
cil; it shall then be the duty ol the recorder to make out a duplicate thereof, ebar^ 
ging therein each individual owning property In said town, an amount of tax in pro* 
portion to the amount of bis property as assessed and returned by the board of 
equalization of this state, which duplicale shall be ceriified and signed by the may*^ 
or, and reecrder, ard delivmifti to ssid stall pisceed to levy and col¬ 

lect said tax in ike same aanoerg ::t.£er tae ftsme regulations as collectors of 
state and cmmiy taxvs &'e by law required (o coUect state or county taxes; and 
the said marshal shall pay over Uie €«is»e to tbo treasurer of said town, and take the 
treasurer’s receipt ihere^; and in Ihe collection thereof, the marshal shell have the 
same power to sell both fwal persciuJ ests.ier^ as is giraa by law to collectors of 
stale or county taxes; sod wtec oecetfary, Ehe #iid recerder ihall have power to 
makt deeds for real esta'o sc sold ia ihe s.ime nsacirer, ax coujatj[ ^udijors are by, 
ttrtf empowered te make deeds fjr rejtf eetate sold for the pafmeot oft&xes, by a 
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:ollecior of slate or county taxes; and the n5arbhai shall receive for hi^ services in 
he collectioD of said (axes, iho same per centum and fees as are allowed to the 
:onniy collector for similar services. 

Sec. 10, That said corporation shall be allowed the use of the jail of said 
county, for the confinement of such persons as may be liable to imprisonment, under 
the laws and ordinances of said town; and all persons so imprisoned, shall be under 
the charge of the sheritf, as in other cases. 

This act shall take efiect and be in force from and after the passage (hereof.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 0/iio, That Dan¬ 
iel Duncan, C. K. Watson, N. King, E. S. Woods and their associates, be, and 
they are hereby created and declared a body corporate and poKtic by the name and 
style of the Newark Engioe and Hook and Ladder Company, as such shall be ca¬ 
pable in law to contract and be contracted With, of suing and being sued, plead¬ 
ing and being impleaded, in any court having competent jurisdiction: they shall 
have power to acquire and hold property, either real, personal or mixed : Pro¬ 
vided, the annnal income of all such property shall not exceed one thousand dollars, 
and bo applied to the use and benefit of said company, for the purpose herein con¬ 
tained and for no other purpose whatever.

Thai each raeoiber of the coiDpmoy caoieiiia this act, who shall ap¬ 
pear completely uniformed aad perforia 6te days training in said company in each 
year, under the direcfioo of the proper officer, shall be exempted from military duty 
in time of peace : Pro?»ded. that said company shall not exceed the cumber of sev- 
enty five, nor he i educed below ihe number of thirty six members : and Provided, 
that the coramaodyc: of ttid company ahall make an aonaal return of the names of
